The report of the House Committoe on
Appropriations on the District Lill has
been the chief 1opic of Giscuscion by the
heads of departments and the employes
of the municipality since Saturday. The .,
Commissioners are reticent, fof obvious
reasons, bot it s well known that they |
share in the general foeling of disappoint-
ment. over the report. The fact that the :
hmeunt recommended to be sppropriated |
In $2.607.503 ehort of the estimates of the
Commissloners, and that in n certain con-
tingency the amount recommendod e 1o
be groated to o horizentul cut of 10 per |
cent is sufficient indiention of the fociing
of discourngement which pervades  1he
munlcipal government ot this time.

The aggregate of appropriatices recom-
mended in the report is $620,002.97 short |
of the amount appropristed for the pres-
eut fiscal year. This shows that if the |
Bl passes as recommended there will be _'
nn actual going backward during the |
nextfiscal year, instead of an advanee far
the Capital City. This does not sli well
on the men who give thelr time and labor
1o the conduct of munleipal affairs.
